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Hitler’s Ruined Mountain Home 
Is No. 1 Tourist Attraction

BERCHTESGADEN, Germany 
(ONA)— There is nothing anyone 
can do about it. Hitler's ruined chalet 
up on the side of the mountain 
here and his tea-house on the very 
tiptop are far and away the greatest 
tourist attraction in all of Germany. 

It's been that way ever since the 
101ist Airborne Division replaced the 
SS as custodians of the place back 
in May, 1945, and threw it open 
to the public. At first it was almost 
exclusively a GI mecca with guards 
and roadblocks all along the way. 
But today Berchtesgaden is becom- 
ing more and more a combination 
of German shrine and international 
curiosity. 

The names of home towns scrawled 
on the walls of the Berghof tell the 
story—Belgrade, Yugoslavia; Wel- 
lington, New Zealand; 
Ohio; Kaunas, Lithuania; 
Milan, Brussels; and such 
towns as Munich, Kassel, 
and Stuttgart. 

To get in ahead of the Sunday 
crowd this correspondent, who 
buzzed the place with a 15th Air 
Force pilot in the closing days of 
the war, got up With the dawn and 
drove through the sleeping town to 
Hitler's roadway. But we found that 
a lot of other people had had the 
same idea. 

Peasants Prominent 


All along the road Bavarian peas- 


Warsaw, 


ants were trudging ahead, the men)! 


in their knee-length leder hosen, 
the women in their fancy dirndls. 
The first vehicle ahead of ours 
was an UNRRA truck loaded down 
with Polish displaced persons. And 
other trucks and buses of civilians 
came along before the late-sleeping 
GI's began to arrive. Most of them 
stopped off at Hitler’s Big House, 
past up 
the fantastic winding drive which 
the fuehrer’s engineers carved out 
of the cliffs right to the bottom of 
elevator shaft. 
Wisps of camouflage netting still 
dangled over the tunnel entrances, 
but all was still and cool and in- 
credibly beautiful in wild, Wagner- 
ian style. Patches of snow lay off 
to the side in the sheltered gorges. 


The early sun shimmered on the 
cobalt waters of the Koenigsseee 


far below and lighted the green and 
yellow fields that stretched off to- 
ward the Salzburg plain. 

Army Special Services had 
yet arrived to start the elevator, 
so we walked. A flock of sheep grazed 
in a fold of the mountains just above 
the great bronze doors that close on 
Hitler's super-duper elevator. 

Chauffeur Excited 

Our chauffeur, a lowland boy from 

Wurttemberg, was fairly jumping 


| out of his skin with excitement—we

being admitted to the Nazi holy-of- 
holies or over the view. 

We came finally to the ledge on 
which the Eagles Nest perches, and 
found we had the place all to our- 
selves.

It is announced at Ottawa that buildings 
put up during wartime for military purposes, 
and which are no longer required, are to 
be wrecked and the lumber and other sup- 
plies used in the construction of houses for 
veterans, 

This will be very welcome news to the 
country. The regret is that the policy was 
not adopted long ago — at latest early 
enough that the materials could have been 
used this summer to complete houses already 
under way and which have little prospect 
of being finished, before winter arrives. 

Alberta is one of three provinces where 
the policy is not to be applied at once. That 
is disappointing, because there are army 
buildings galore in Edmonton and other Al- 
berta centres which are not now being used, 
and hundreds of half-built and badly-needed 
houses which have made little or no progress 
toward completion for weeks. 

The public do not of course know whe- 
ther or not these buildings, or some of them, 
are ear-marked for military uSe as the na- 
tional defence plans develop. Those which 
are not so required cannot be pulled down 
and converted into dwelling houses too soon. 

Living accommodation in this province 
Is scandalously overtaxed, and unless such 
surplus materials are made available quickly 
for the completion of unfinished houses there 
is no chance that the over-crowding will 
sensibly diminish before cold weather comes. 

It is to be hoped that the officials: and 
boards having to do with the matter will go 
over the list without loss of time and pro- 
ceed to tear down buildings in this as in 
other provinces, which are not tagged for 
future military use, and turn the lumber and 
equipment over for use in relieving the house 
sbuilding blockade. 


A World Power 

Canada’s external affairs have become 
too important, too far-reaching, and too in-

In due course, it is to be supposed, the 
duties of Minister of Justice will be taken 
over by some one else. That is to be hoped, 
for it will be a full time job for any man to 
carry on the work of the external affairs 
department in the complicated and trea- 
cherous state of world politics. 

Whether we would have it so or not, 
Canada now rates as a world power. The 
comfortable days of geographic and political 
isolation have gone. They will not return, 
Our commercial interests and opportunities 
are global. So are our obligations as one of 
the United Nations. This Dominion could 
no longer ignore the currents and trends of 
international relations, however strongly its 
people might want to do so. 

Our geographic position which once gave 
us a large measure of immunity from out- 
side influence can do so no longer. There 
is no security now in location, for any coun- 
try. The long-range airplane, the flying 
projectile and the atomic bomb have wiped 
out that safeguard. There is no safety in 
aloofness any more, and never can be. No 
country can adopt the role of hermit if it 
values its freedom. 

The security question aside, there is no 
hope for prosperity for Canadians without 
a flourishing foreign trade, and that trade 
can only flourish in an atmosphere of inter- 
national friendliness. If no other consider- 
ation entered into the case, plain business 
sense would require that Canada concern it- 
self actively in promoting friendly relations 
among nations and in making its name known 
and respected in all parts of the world. We 
want buyers of our wheat and other surplus 
products, and will only get them as we es- 
tablish and maintain cordial contacts wher- 
ever in the world such products are needed. 

Nor are Canadians unaware of their res- 
ponsibility to do what they can to cultivate 
harmony and discourage ill-will among na- 
tions, apart altogether from regard for our 
own security and the hope of benefitting 
ourselves in a business way. We have ac- 
cepted this responsibility in joining the Uni- 
ted Nations and pledging ourselves to pro- 
mote peace for the sake of peace. This we 
can only do by full and continuous official 
participation in the work of the organizat- 
jon, even in matters which do not directly 
threaten our safety or affect our commercial 
interests. 

It is no easy post to which Mr, St. Lau- 
rent has been assigned. It corresponds to 
that of the foreign ministers of other coun- 
tries. With the added condition that our 
relations with other Empire countries also 
fall within the scope of the department of 
external affairs. But the Secretary has 
shown that he possesses qualities of friend- 
liness, discernment and tact which should 
enable him to carry on the duties with dis- 
tinction to himself and advantage to Canada.

TORONTO. — There are in Can- 
ada approximately 1.7 = million 
adults who have never taken an 
overnight trip on a train. | 

About 5.7 million adult Canadians | 
have never travelled by air. 

These are some of the facts about 
the travel habits and preferences 
of Canadians which the institute | 
learned as the result of a national | 
“cross-section” survey. A few days 
ago, it reported its findings on how 
Canadians would like to travel 
(actually more people would choose 
a plane than a train for an over- 
night trip). Latest survey was con- 
cerned with how people actually | 
do travel, first question being: 

“Have you ever travelled by air?” 

The question was worded in such 
A way as to discourage the fall fair 
“barn storming” type of answer, 
although some respondents might 
have included such junkets as “air 
travel.” 

Ontario and British Columbia | 
stand out as the two provinces in 
which the largest percentage of the 
population have travelled by air. 
Nationally, answers divided as fol-| 
lows:

Forest Fires Less | 
In Most Provinces. 


TORONTO, (CP) — Careless | 
campers and negligent smokers are | 
} Still the chief firebugs in canadian | 
forests, although emphasis on fire- 
| prevention campaigns has showed 
| good results in many provinces this 
| year, 

A Canadian Press survey re- 
vealed Friday that with the ex- 
| ception of New Brunswick and On- 
tario, forest fires were not as bad 
as last year. The greatest number 
|of fires was reported from Ontario, 
| with 1,368 different blazes by mid- 
August. 
| Hot, dry weather and a vast in- 
flux of cigarette-dropping tourists | 
were two of the most potent com- 
binations of fire causes, Lightning 
and locomotive sparks were a 
| close second, 
| Manitoba forests were in reason- | 
}ably good condition with no big | 
fires so far. 

Saskatchewan almost tripled her 
! expenditure on fire prevention this 
| year, spending $80000 on air pat- 
| rols, advertising, radio talks and 
other prevention measures. There 
were no major outbreaks. 

Alberta also was able to report 
no serious fires. A provincial 
campaign to familiarize citizens 
' with forest conservation measures | 
was begun recently in the foothills 
province, 

British Columbia had hot weather 
all summer but rain fell at op- 
|portune times. Cause of most big 
| fires this summer was said to be 
brush-clearing, rather than tour- 
jists. The coast province's biggest 
blazes this summer were at Camp- 
}bell river on Vancouver island, 
| blamed on a cigarette, and one near 
| Chilliwack in the Fraser Valley. 
| Prince George and Nelson districts 
in the interior suffered acreage and 
timber losses. But there was no 
necessity of forced closure in Brit- 
!ish Columbia this season, 

But the danger of serious out- 
breaks isn't over yet. Hot weather 
j}and the heavy leaf beds in many 
forests constitute a real hazard for 
the next few weeks.

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The Ring, The Marriage Seal 
Is Fashioned by the Times 


Styles and trends in wedding rings change just as rapidly as the 
fashions in women’s clothes. 

And, according to men in the wedding ring business—a $10,000,000- 
a-year business on this continent—it’s the tempo of the times that 
calls these changes. 

Various metals have their days of popularity with gold—white, yellow 
pink or green—a top favorite. But’s it’s yellow gold that appeals to 
most buyers when the public yearns for a return to the simple life . 
and it’s glittery platinum when pleasure and extravagance are 
order of the times 

Trends in styles have run almost parallel to the trends in metals. 
In 1850, women favored a gold band nearly half an inch wide. By 1900, 
this circlet had narrowed down to a mere reflection of its former self. 
Then, at the turn of the century, facilities for working platinum be- 
came available and this in turn led to the jewelled wedding ring. 

During World War II, when the modern girl looked back with 
longing to the security of her grandmother's day, the sturdy wide gold 
band became a favorite. But predictions for peacetime are that the 
jewel-studded platinum number will oust the gold band in the race for 
popularity. 

Wartime had a drastic effect on the wedding ring business. The 
vogue for double-ring ceremonies, which shot up from 15 percent of all 
marriages to 85 percent, drove the manufacturers crazy with additional 
production problems. 

And, traditional though it is for the groom to help select the ring, 
in wartime 50 percent of all money spent on wedding rings was handed 
to the jewelers by the brides-elect. 

Inscript#ns on the rings became more popular and ranged from 
a sober “Forever Yours” to “I Love You” in the engraved dots and dashes 
of the Morse code. 

Whatever the season, in peacetime or wartime, the wedding ring 
business will flourish. For as long as people continue to get married, 
they'll continue to put the final seal on the ceremony—with a ring.

“Evil Spirits” Won't Harm Bride 
If She Wears a Bridal Veil 


To ward off “evil spirits”, the bride must wear a veil. 

That, at least, was the ancient superstition, rooted in times earlier 
than those of the Greeks and Romans, that led to the origin of the 
bridal veil. And perhaps that superstition is the forgotten reason why 
the women of the Orient still veil their faces. 

The origin of the word bride, inclines one to believe that the 
ancients put stock in that old saying, “the way to a man’s heart is 
through his stomach.” For the bride is believed to have come from a 
Teutonic root word meaning “to cook.” 

Bridal is believed to have been derived from two old English roots 
meaning “wedding” and “ale”. Originally ‘“‘brides-ales” (bridals) referred 
to wedding festivals at which the guests were served ale.

To Revise School Books 


Reports that the provincial government intended a revision of 
its school textbooks with a view to removing from them anything 
suggestive of socialism have no basis in fact, according to Hon 
R. E. Ansley, minister of education 

He said that while textbooks were being progressively altered in 
bringing them up to date in educational matters it was not the pol- 
icy of the government to extirpate anything that would tend to 
narrow the development of a student's inherent judgement. 

He said he believed that historic and current events of the world 
suggested that there were now only two forces, “the democratic 
and Christian, and that which is opposed to it.” 

The educational policy of the government held that students 
should be given every opportunity to develop their freedom of will, 
and that to this end the “enterurise system” of tutelage was being 
used to some good effect with children encouraged to question, 
rather than as formerly with the printed word of textbooks “being 
the cad td word”.

MONTREAL, (CP) —A 
hush, five-day gathering of atomic 
energy experts ended at McGill 
university Friday, and spokesmen 
lift the veil but slightly to 

that Canada's university 
scientists are demanding a larger 
ole in the Canadian government 
atomic energy project at Chalk 
River, Ont. 

More than 100 leading nuclear 
physicists of Canada, United States 
and the British Isles, including a 
large delegation from Chalk River 
attended the meetings, called by the 
conference of Canadian universities 
to give Canadian scientists up-to- 
the-minute data on the latest dis- 
coveries concerning the nucleus of 
the atom—at least, as far as thay 
now can be told 

Dr. Donald A. Keys, of McGill, 
disclosed that the potentialities <f 
the Chalk River plant, particularly 
how Canadian universities might 
make best use of its research faci- 
lities, were thoroughly examined 
under the chairmanship of De. ©, 
J. Mackenzie, president of the Na- 
tional Research council, which 
operates the development. 

“Canada will be sadly missing 'n 
its duty and in its great opportunity 
if this important project is the con- 
cern of only a few men, more or Ines 
isolated on the upper Ottawa river,” 
Dr. Keys declared. 

“The atomi¢ energy project be- 
longs to the whole country, and to 
make the most of the opportunity, 
the best brains of the whole country 
must be encouraged to help and to
